Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat.

Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicants submission filed on 2-27-2006 
has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7 and 21-32 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although 
Seefeldt et al. (US PAT No. 4,978,633) teaches a hierarchical variable die size gate 
array architecture, one of ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated to 
modify the teaching of Seefeldt et al. to further includes, among other things, the 
specific of the predetermined regions where each of the predetermined region in a first 
area and a second area comprises programmable circuits which are substantially 
identical and have a first function and a second function respectively (claim 1), a 
method of providing a plurality of tiles in a third column extending from the first side of 
the integrated circuit die to the second side of the integrated circuit die where the 
plurality of tiles in the third column having different functions than the first column (claim 
21), a second column of input/output block tiles disposed on an end of the integrated

circuit (claim 26), a plurality of tiles disposed in a column on an end of the integrated 
circuit where the plurality of tiles comprises a plurality of transceivers (claim 30), and a 
plurality of tiles in a second column extending from a first end to a second end where 
the plurality of tiles comprises memory cells (claim 32).
